Washington, Feb. 21.—The sit- 


uation between Germany and the 
United States is as grave as 
an}' time since the Lusitania 
sue arose. 


This was the positive declara- 


tion at the state department to- 
day, and with the announcement 
Secretary Lansing did not deny 
the fact of strained personal re- 
lations between himself and Am- 
bassador Yon Bernsrork. Two 
things may precipitate a crisis, it 
was stated. 


One would be the loss of Amer- 


ican life by the inauguration of 
Germany's proposed plan to sink 
all armed tncchant ships without 
warning after March 1. 


The other—and this is regarded 


as the more .significant—by the 
failure of Germany to bring the 
Lusitania negotiations to a satis- 
factory close. 


Inasmuch as the state depart- 


ment says closing these negotia- 
tions satisfactorily to the United 
States is impossible while the new 
German decree remains in force, a 
serious situation is believed im- 
miinent. Only eight days remain 
until the decree is to become ef- 
fective. 


Germany, 
thru 
Ambassador 


Bernstorft'. has intimated a wil- 
lingness to again postpone the 
date, if requested, but the state 
department lias said such a re- 
quest will not be made by this 
government.

considers the- latter's unfair pub- 
licity methods, in paying this gov- 
ernment has "changed its atti- 
tude,'' little effort was made to 
conceal the facts.

whether he 


still contemplated calling Ambas- 
sador Yon Bern-.tortV to account 
for his alleged dissemination of 
propaganda which 
the

ment regards as annoying, he ev- 
aded a diioct answer. The secre- 
tary waited 'i full two minutes be- 
fore answering.

" I f 1 did contemplate such ac- 


tion, 1 would not make it known 
befoiehaml thru the press*.'"

They represent more than double the wealth of 
the United Kingdom, our closest competitor, and they very nearly 
match the combined wealth of England, France and Germany.
